Baldness

Why do so many men lose their hair fairly 
early in life? There are a number of factors. 
The most improtant %, first, maleness, be- 
cause few women get bald in the way a man 
does, ami no woman gets a shiny bald head, 
with a fringe of good hair about it. The next 
big factor is heredity; all of 
us know men with a shiny 
bald head who have sons 
who, by the age of 35, have 
a shiny bald head. Other 
men who have aq fuzzy bald 
head may have sons with a 
fuzzy bald head. 

Getting back to the factor 
of sex, it has been known 
since ancient times that the 
eunuchs of the Orient—men 
who, early in Jife, were cas 


Alvares 
trated so that they could be put in charge of 


a king's harem—never got bald. As long 
as they lived, they had a perfect head of hair. 
Similarly, a man who in early life loses most 
of his testicular tissue during an attack of 
mumps, and for the rest of his days ia 
“eunuchoid,” with a short trunk; long legs, 
a wide pelvis, and often a small pale wrinkled 
face, usually has ‘a fine head of heir all his 
days. Many of these men don’t even get gray, 
I have read that if an eunuch is given enough 
male hormone for a long enough time he may 
start getting bald. 

There is another factor in producing bald. 
ness, and that is race. There are. some races 
ot men, like the Ainu of Japan, so hairy that 
among them baldness is rare. According to 
Drs, L. Synder and H. Yingling, over 40 per 
cent of American men of 35 years of age and 
older are likely to get somewhat bald. About 
8 per cent of women tend to lose their hair 
for a while, as after a nervous shock, or an 


the hair starts coming out in handfuls just 
three months after the shock, which so seri- 
ously injured the hair follicles that the hairs 
died. The reason that this hair comes out 
afi¢r three months is that it takes three 
months tor the new growing hair to pusn 
the old dead hair out, just as it takes a new 
thumbnail many weeks to push an old dead 
thumbnail. out after it was caught In the 
door or pounded with a hammer. If people 
only knew this, they could save themselves a 
lot of money and trouble going to a hair 
quack. 

Years ago, the great French skin special 
ist, Sabouraud, spent much of his life studying 
baldness. He found that in most cases, men 
who are losing their hair have some dandruff 
and usually some bacterial infection of the 
scalp. For years, dermatologists (skin spe 
cialists) have tried to blame baldness on one 
of the germe they found in hair follices; but 
without much success 


They have prescribed shampoos, antiseptic 
lotions and antiseptic and stimulating oint 
ments, plus massage and glandular hormones 
but nothing has succeeded in producing more 
than a little fuzz on the scalp. 


Years ago. a committee on cosmetics of 
the American Medical Association, after mucn 
research, wrote a booklet in which they ad 
mitted that they had found. nothing that 
would grow real hair on a bald head. A few 
men, for a while, thought that the loss of 
hair might be due to too much tension in the 
scalp, but this theory did not hold up, Other 
men blamed a poor circulation in the scalp 
while others blamed the wearing of “tight 
hats, but today one can see any number of 
men who, in spite of going about always with 
out a hat, are bald In recent years, men 
have claimed that exposure of the scalp to 
the sun would cause the hair to grow; but

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
President Eisenhower il 
posed today to Soviet 
mier Khrushchev that tech- 
nical talks begin July 1 in 
Geneva on methods of po- 
licing any possible future 
ban on nuclear tests. 

The White House made public 
a letter from the president stat- 
ing the Swiss government has 
agreed to the Geneva site, which 
Eisenhower said would be pre- 
ferable to Moscow from the 
U.S. viewpoint. 

Khrushchev in agreeing to 
such talks had suggested they 
be held in his own capital, 

Eisenhower told the Russian 
premier the U.S. would not 
object to the inclusion .of 
experts from Czéchoslovakia 
and Poland on Russia's side. 

The Western powers partict- 

pating, he said, would be the 
United Kingdom, France, the 
U.S. and possibly other coun- 
| tries. 
Eisenhower noted Khrushchev 
\has indicated Russia would not 
object to the inclusion of addi- 
tional Western nations having 
experts in nuclear test detec- 
tion. 

With respect to neutrais, 
Eisenhower told the Russian 
premier “we have no objection 
in principle to their joining 
later in the discussions if it is 
agreed during the course of the 
talks that this is necessary or 
useful.”
